Several employes are working 
tun hours for less than S2 a day. which 
is contrary to the State Labor law. and 
President Wheeler has notified all jan- 
itors ihut they are to have only one 
week's 
vacation when the law allows 
them fifteen days. They have always 
liiui that much, time until this.. 


LA CENTER, Wash., June IS.—The 
osse in pursuit of Tracy and Merrill, 
te fugitive convicts, 
have 
lost 
the 


trail and nothing ha.s been heard from 
them since yesterday, when they were 
seen near Pioneer, live miles up the 
river from here. At dusk last evening 
several of the posse saw 
two 
men 


walking, near the timber. 
The posse 


called upon them to halt, but the men 
started for the 
timber Immediately. 
Ten shots were sent after them, but 
owing to the darkness, it was not -pos- 
sible to shoot with any accuracy. It 
is known that the fugitives have with 
them a supply of food sufficient for 
several days and it is not believed they 
will show themselves again until their 
food supply is exhausted. 
The country 
in this vicinity is covered with timber 
and a heavy growth of underbrush, 
making it difficult to travel, even on 
foot.

Workers of: America was issued today 
by National 
President- Mitchell 
at 


strike headquarters, to be held at In- 
dianapolis at the earliest possible date. 


The date of the convention will be 


fixed by W. B. Wilson 'National sec- 
retary at Indianapolis, who ha-s charge 
of the machinery as to where the con- 
vention will be held. 


The convention will be for the dis- 


cussion of the advisability of involving 
all the soft coal miners in the United 
States in the struggle now going on in 
the anthracite coa.l fields. 


Under the legislation of: the union, 


five districts must request action be- 
fore the national president can issue a 
call for a national convention. 
Tlie 


live districts that applied for this con- 
vention were the three anthracite dis- 
tricts, the Michigan district and 
the 


West ATirginia district, where a strike 
is now on. President Mitchell has had 
the consent of the five districts for 
some time, but for some reason did not 
see fit to issue the call until today. The 
request 
for the convention was nut<|j 
at Hazelton i'our weeus ago last Fri- 
day. 
President 
Mitchell was 
extremely 


uncommunicative as to what the prob- 
able action of the convention 
might 


be. If the delegates should decide to 
inaugurate a national 
suspension 
o£ 
coal mining everybody at strike head- 
quarters believes it would have a dis- 
astrous effect upon the industries of 
the country. 
The 
supply 
of coal 
would become so short that large and 
small industrial establishments would 
be compelled to suspend operations and 
many railroads .would also seriously 
suffer. 
There are approximately about 450,- 


000 coal miners in the United States. 
Of these about 
350,000, Mr. Mitchell 
says, are affiliated with the union and 
an additional 50,000 -comply with the 
legislation of the miners' union.

news from the Republic of Salvador, via

The President of the Httl-j 
Republic and r.iost of the members of 
the National Assembly have signed a 
pronounciameiHo to the public, decUu-ins 
that the decision of the court was a scan- 
dal and a crime; that the judges were 
bribed, that the Salvadorean representa- 
tives were treated in a scandalous fash- 
ion, and that Dr. Zaldivar. one of the 
Salvadorean representatives, was recre- 
ant to his trust and is now in Europe to 
escape th-e results of. his actions.

Needles 
and San 
Bernardino, 


reached Topeka last evening and ad- 
dressed the workmen here, explaining 
the situation. Owing to the absence of 
expected Santa Fe officials, and John 
McNeil, grand president of the Inter- 
national Union of Boilermakers 
and 
Iron Shipbuilders, who missed a train 
at Kansas City, no action -\vas agreed 
upon, but another meeting will be held 
this week. Mr. Thomas says there are 
forty-five boilermakers 
and - appren- 
tices out at The Needles and San Ber- 
nardino, who will not go back until 
they are given their old places. Man- 
ager Henderson of the Santa Fe says 
the men will not be given their old 
places and that only twenty-five are 
out'. -McNeil wired Thomas this morn- 
ing that the grand council has thus far 
sustained the boilermakers.

NEW YORK, June IS.—A meeting of 


the striking dyers held at Paterson, N. 
J., today, was followed by a. riot in 
which cme policeman and one of the 
rioters were shot. 
The wounded po- 


liceman, Charles Robinson, received a 
bullet wound in the arm. The wound- 
ed striker was shot in the neck. 
Tie 


was carried away by his comrades and 
the police have not learned his name. 
The trouble did not last long nnd the 
mob was soon dispersed and quiet re- 
tored in the city. 


NliW YORK, June IS.—The 
dyers' 


Iielpers, enraged at the apparent fail- 
ure of their strike, held a stormy meet- 
ing last night und adjourned until to- 
jlay. 
It is estimated that altogether 


fully 7,000 persons were in and about 
the place of meeting. The strikers de- 
cided to send details to all the mills 
in the city to order the men out. This 
program was successfully carried out 
at all the mills with one exception. At 
the mill of. Banford Brothers, the men 
refused to go out and trouble immedi- 
ately began. 
The strikers hurled vol- 
leys o£ stones at the mill, smashing 
every pane of glass in the building, 
and then forced their way through the 
main entrance and drove out the em- 
ployes. When the police arrived they 
were received with volleys of stones 
and several shots -were fired 
from 
among the 
mob, one of 
the bullets 
wounding Patrolman Robinson in the 
arm. 
The police returned the tire and 
one of the rioters fell. He was quickly 
picked up and carried away by com- 
rades. 
The action of the police dis- 
persed the mob, which scattered in all 
directions. 
It is reported that at leijst two or 
three of the rioters were wounded. 
The situation has become so grave 
that it is believed the militia will be 
called out before night. 
It is reported that a woman who 
took a prominent part in the riot was 
shot and ki.-ed. Four wounded per- 
sons are in the general hospital. One 
of. these is Hary Harris, a reporter 
for the Morning Call. 
Harris, it is 
said, was taking u. snap shot with a 
kodak at one of the scenes of dis- 
turbance when a bullet entered his 
chest. 
His condition is very serious.

THEY BEAT THE 
GOVERNMENT 


TROOPS IN A LIVELY 


BATTLE. 


•\VILTjEMSTAD, Island of Curacoa, 


Friday, June 1".—Xews reached here 
locla.y that after five hours' fighting on 
June, 
11th, one thousand Venezuelan 


revolutionists, commanded by Generals 
Kiei-a, Penalozo, and Sierralta. captur- 
ed La Vela, dc Coro, u seaport town on 
the Gulf of Coro. Of the g-ovcrnment 
forces twenty-seven men were killed 
and 12S men were captured. 
Coro, the capital of the Staie of Fa.l- 


con, where Vice-Presidcnt AyTila is in 
command of the government troops, is 
besieged by the revolutionists and when 
the advices left La Vela de Coro. was 
expected to surrender at any moment. 
After 
a 
revolt of the government 
troops in the barracks at C'iudad Boli- 
var, capital of the State of Bolivar, 
Governor Sarria retreated with his fol- 
lowers to Port 1'a.blas where President 
I'nstro had sent him 600 men with 
in- 
structions to make an attempt to re- 
occupy Ciudad Boliver. The plan 
is 


considered to be chimerical. 
The French cruiser Suehet is at Ca- 
rupano, Venezuela: the British cruiser 
A.!ert 
is at Ciudad Bolivar and the 
Dutch cruiser Koenigen Jlesentes has 
arrived at La Guaira.
